Appointment of Health Officer — Antofagasta. 

On May 1, 1916, Dr. Oscar C. Pickel was appointed health officer of 
Antofagasta, Chile. Dr. Pickel reports that the office of health 
officer is a new one, and that the sanitary laws consist of decrees 
issued by the local authorities. The first public-health decree, issued 
at the request of the health officer, was one requiring practicing 
physicians to report all cases of contagious diseases, with a penalty 
of a fine for not reporting. 

Examination of Rats — Plague — Typhoid Fever. 

During the two weeks ended May 13, 1916, there were reported 
4 cases of plague and 1 case of typhoid fever. The health officer 
is already putting into force measures for the control of plague. Rats 
are being trapped and the proper care of garbage in cans is being con- 
sidered. 

Prevalence of Trachoma — Southern Chile. 

An unusual prevalence of trachoma was reported present, May 12, 
1916, in the southern part of Chile.
